FAIR DEFENDANT COLLAPSED 


IN THE TOMBS 


Skeleton to be Taken Into the 


Court Room. 


THE POLICE TESTIFIED 
TODAY 


Upon Ertering Court This Morning the 


Actress on Tr'al Showed Effect 


of the Strain,

New York. Nov. 22—Evidence today 


in the trial of Nan Patterson, the 
actress, charged with the munler of 
Caesar Young, together with the state- 
ment by the prosecutor that the peo- 
ple would frhow that J. Morgan Smith', 
brother-in-law of the defendant, had 
purchased the revolver with which the 
shcoling was done, indicates that the 
prosecution hopes to prove its case on 
two points: First, that Young, when 
he left the house the morning of the 
killing did not have in his possession a 
firearm, and second, that the revolver 
came into Miss Patterson's possession 
through Smith. 
The prosecutor also 


tjtates that he will produce a witness 
to show that Smith was overheard to 
say to a woman on the niant before the 
crime was committed that she must do 
it, and that the young woman replied: 
"I cannot do it I won't do it, and you 
n-jst do it yourself." 


Miss Patterson passed a sleepless 


night in tae Tombs. The scathing 
arraignment of the prosecutor and .the 
sight cf her-lover's garments with the 
bullet hole stained with his life blood 


, had beeiriw'much Ibr her nerves and 
she collapsed in ihe Tombs. 


Her .face was pale and bloodless and 


looked alniost chalky against the 
sombre detting of her black dress and 
veil as she came into the court this 
morning, aiid sat by her old father's 
side. 


Mips Patierson was much perturbed 


at the gaze cf the curiouis throng in the 
court room. When she reached her 
seat she turned and kissed her father. 
She did not raise her veil.

Police Sergeant .Walter Norris was a

ver which Policeman Junior handed 
to him when he brought Miss Patter- 
son into the station house. Witness 
said the revolver was then opened by 
the captain and it was found to con- 
tain tfcree,.oai!e:l shells, one exploded 
shell and «ne empty chamber. 


Captain Dennis Sweeney was sworn. 


He said that Sergeant Norris had hand- 
ed to him a revolver about 11 o'clock 
on the day of the shooting. Swesney 
told of questioning the defendant when 
she was brought to the police station. 
She said \oung had shot himself. 


Frederick E. Michaels, the cabman, 


•who drove the hansom on the morning 
of tbe tragedy, recognized the defend- 
ant as one of his passengers, but 
could not identify the picture of Young 
as being that of the other passenger.

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 
22.—After 


having heard that her husband was 
murdered in Ol-ic last August Mrs. 
Hattie B. Tanner, of Caiaden, has just 
received a letter Avhich would indicate 
that he is still alive. This was signed ( 
G. W. Tanner, and was posted 
in 


Cairo, 111. Her husband's name was, 
William G. Tauter, and she cannot 
now determine whether she is a wid- 
ow and her six children are fatherless 
or not. 


Tho strange letter would seem to 


permit of several deductions. Either 
there is in the Zanesville (Ohio) jail 
a man innocent of the charge of mur- 
der, 
for which he is now awaiting 


trial, or it is a clever ruse to clear this 
l-rSserter. Then, too, it may be that 
there is a scheme afoot to defraud the 
Government with stolen pension pa- 
pers. Tanner was a veteran, and his 
v,ifo is at present trying to get a wid- 
ow's pension. 


Wm. G. Tanner left Camden in 189G 


when he was 54 years old He was en- 
gaged in soiling religious works, andj 
his family beard from hiii only ati 
long internals. On August 30 last,! 
Mrs. Tanner received a telegram stat- 
ing that her husband had been mur- 
dered, nine wiles from Zanesville, O. 


Nathan Spencer was arrested on a 


charge of murder. "Witnesses testi- 
fied that they saw the two men to- 
gether just before Tanner's death. A 
Mc.ut hickcry club, with which 
the 


murder was done, was also traced to 
Spencer. 


Knowing that her husband .was i en- 


titled to a pension Mrs. Tanner wrote 
to Zanesvhle for his discharge papers. 
They had disappeared. Then she con- 
sulted a lawyer here, who has filed a 
widow's claim for her in Washington. 


Zanesville. O., Nov. 22.—Spencer, the 


farm hand and alleged murderer of W. 


.-Tanner, confined iiL the jail here 


awaiting trial, has confessed to the 
crime. That he murdered some, one is 
undisputed, and that his 
victim's 


name was W. G. Tanner is apparently 
thoroughly established. 
It is barely 


possible that there are two W. G. Tan- 
ners, but that question is not bother- 
ing the local authorities.

IN MACEDONIA 


Elements Engaged in a War of Exter- 


mination—Remarkable Change 


in Six Months. 


London, Nov. 22.—The Standard 


prints a long letter from Constanti- 
nople dealing with the situation in 
Macedonia. The writer says 
there 


has been a remarkable change in the 
last six months. Formerly it was a 
question of protecting the Christian 
population against violence, but now 
it has become one of intervention be- 
tween 
various Christian 
elements. 


Since the policing of Macedonia has 
been taken out of Turkey's hands, the 
correspondent says, there have been 
recurring conflicts between rival na- 
tionalities, Bulgarians, Servians and 
Greeks, accompanied by barbarities 
quite as bad as those with hich the 
Turks were formerly reproached. The 
truth is, according to the Standard's 
correspondent, each of these Christian 
elements wants independence, and 
their hatred of each other exceeds 
their detestation of the Turks. 


Unrest In Armenia. 


London, Nov. 22.—A serious state of 


unrest continues in Armenia, where 
killing and looting prevail, according 
to Intelligence received In London by 
the Bible Lands Missionary Aid so- 
ciety from Dr. Raynolds of the Ameri- 
can board of missions. From Van, Dr. 
Raynolds says: "Both the political and 
economical conditions are very unsat- 
isfactory. Poverty has greatly in- 
creased, business is pretty much at a 
standstill, and to crown all the revo- 
lutionists are so much in evidence 
that the people here are in constant 
fear lest another massacre be precipi- 
tated. At the beginning of September 
Van was brought to the very verge of 
massacre, and more recently an im- 
portant village has been looted and 
burned, with 20 or more persons 
killed."

St Petersburg, Nov. 22. — The me- 


morial adopted by zemstvo represen- 
tatives reads as follows: "In order to 
secure the proper development of the 
life of the state and the people, it is 
imperatively necessary that there be 
regular participation of national rep- 
resentatives, sitting as an especially 
elected body, to make laws, regulate 
the revenue and expenditure and con- 
trol the legality of the actions of the 
administration." This is the final form 
of the petition favoring election of 
a body, not merely to participate in 
legislation as at first reported, but to 
be entrusted with the framing of the 
laws of the empire. The meeting also 
adopted a declaration in favor of 
granting general amnesty to political 
offenders imprisoned or exiled by ad- 
ministrative order. This completed 
program, declaring the necessity of 
participation by the people In the gov- 
ernment, was signed by 102 zemstvo 
presidents, including 30 presidents of 
provincial zemstvo committees out of 
32 who had attended the meeting. The 
signatories also included five marshals 
of the nobility, the elections to which 
oflfices are also confirmed by the gov- 
ernment. 


The memorial will be presented 


within a couple of days to the minis- 
ter of interior, Prince Sviatopolk- 
Mirsky, by a delegation composed of 
the most prominent participants in the 
meeting. The zemstvo will now pro- 
ceed with the discussion of the re- 
mainder of the program, which, al- 
though it directly concerns zemstvo 
work, is of minor importance. It con- 
sists, first, of primary education; sec- 
ond, 
of the disorganization attendant 


on mobilization, a paper on which, 
subject will be read by M. Stakhovite, 
marshal of the nobility of Orel;, third, 
relief measures for the families of 
those sent to war, and fourth, Red 


It was announced that the trial of 


the assassin of Minister of the Interior 
Plehve will begin on Dec. 13. Minis- 
ter Plehve was assassinated on July 
28 by means of a bomb thrown at his 
carriage while he was driving to the 
Baltic station in St. Petersburg to 
take a train for the palace at Peterhof. 


Another Story. 


London, Nov. 22. — The Daily Mail's 


Copenhagen correspondent recounts a 
story from a member of the crew of 
the Russian cruiser Aurora to the 
effect that Vice Admiral Rojestven- 
eky's flagship, Kniaz Suvaroff, mis- 
taken in the fog off Dogger bank, bom- 
barded the Aurora, whereupon the Au- 
rora, Signalling "We are being fired 
at," herself fired 350 shells at the 
British trawlers and the Russian fleet 
This Informant distinctly avers that 
there were two Russian torpedo boats 
with the first division of the Baltic 
squadron, to which the Aurora be- 
longed. 


Sinister Motive Alleged. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 22. — A special 


dispatch from Tien Tsin printed here, 
stating that the American consul at 
Chefoo has warned the state depart- 
ment at Washington of the imminence 
of the fall of Port Arthur, is received 
with considerable criticism, the allega- 
tion being made that the dispatch was 
prompted by a desire to help the Jap- 
anese war loan.

In the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church 29 presby- 
teries have voted in favor of the prop- 
osition and 18 against.

Project is to Relieve Con- 


gestion. 


Deal May Mean Diversion cf 
Tr=iffc 


from Surface to Tunnels—Ciear. 


Streets Promised. 


Chicago, Nov. 22.—The 
Chicago 


Subway company, with a capital stock 
of $50,000,000, and composed of men 
who represent 90 per cent of the rail- 
roads having Chicago terminals, was 
organized here and took over the 
130,000,000 company which has built 
15 miles of freight tunnels under the 
city streets. The vast tonnage of the 
railroads represented by the finan- 
ciers in the new corporation will be 
converted into the company's tunnels, 
which are already under every street 
in the business district of Chicago. 
Apparently in connection with the 
mammoth deal, Sir Ernest Cassel, the 
financial advisor of the King of Eng- 
land, was in Chicago with Jacob 
Schiff, head of the international bank- 
ing house of Kuhn. Locb & Co., who is 
heavily interested. 


The deal is declared to mean the 


Immediate diversion of traffic 
and 


freight from the streets to the tun- 
nels; the transferring of all news- 
papers for out-of-town circulation to 
the early trains through the tunnels; 
for the transferring of mail betwean 
the main postoffice and the railroad 
stations and between railroads; for 
the letter boxes, to be so connected 
with the tunnels that when mail is 
dropped in the boxes the mail will 
drop down to the level of the tunnels 
and be taken immediately to the post- 
office; it provides a means for tte 
transportation of freight and of han- 
dling it expeditiously without com- 
pelling the railroads to absorb high- 
priced property in the center of the 
city for the purposes, and freight 
yards can be moved out 10 or 15 miles 
and the freight, transferred, and hav- 
ing the trains run into the passenger 
stations with electric locomotives and 
do away with over 80 per cent of all 
the smoke in the heart of the city.

San Francisco, Nov. 22.—Samuel 


Gompers and John Mitchell were 
charged with being traitors to labor's 
cause during a fiery debate on a So- 
cialist resolution which was 
intro- 


duced at a session of the American 
Federation of Labor. The resolution 
was fathered by Delegate Victor Ber- 
ger of Milwaukee and reads as follows: 
"Whereas, the unprecedented con- 
centration of wealth In the United 
States and the rapid development of 
the trusts in almost every branch o£ 
Industry make it obvious that capital- 
ism will soon reach its culmination 
point, and will have to make room for 
another phase of civilization; and 
whereas, it is evident that this nation 
is destined to take the lead in this 
grand struggle for better conditions 
and higher culture; therefore, be it 
resolved, that we hereby recommend 
to all organizations affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor to have 
their members study the economic 
conditions; 
to have lectures upon 


these subjects in their lodge rooms, 
homes, and in meetings set apart for 
this purpose, and to. do everjSbin.£_in 
their power for the enlightenment and 
intellectual advancement of the prole- 
tariat." 


The resolution committee reported 


to the convention that it recommended 
the adoption of the measure with the 
exception of the clause following the 
first "whereas.' A Socialist delegate 
arose and asked why the particular 
section should be expurgated. This 
opened the floodgates of oratory and 
vituperation. By an overwhelming 
vote the delegates then passed the 
resolution as recommended 'by the 
committee and expressed their confi- 
dence in John Mitchell and Samuel 
Gompers. 


Max Hayes, who championed tha 


Socialistic doctrine, in a speech so 
aroused the galleries that theycheered 
him for several minutes. Feeling ran 
so high that John Mitchell rose in the 
convention anrl stated that unless Del- 
egate Victor Berger of Milwaukee was 
able to prove his statement that he 
(Mitchell) had been a traitor to the 
workingmen, he must stand before the 
eyes of all present a convicted liar. 
The trouble arose over a printed slip 
distributed to some delegates which. 
charged Mr. Gompers and Mr.'Mitchell 
with dining with President Eliot of 
Harvard. The article in question said 
the place at which the meal was eaten 
was an unfair house, and that Presi- 
dent Eliot was the man who called the 
"scab" a hero. It bore the heading, 
"Are 
They Traitors?" 


The reply of President Gompers 


was most bitter and impassioned. He 
admitted the attendance upon the din- 
ner, but denied every Inference drawn 
therefrom, and declared that as long 
as he was connected with the labor 
movement he would fight against poll- 
tics being mixed with unionism. 


Tho convention voted unanimously 


in favor of the.exclusion measure as 
introduced, providing for the exclu- 
sion of Japanese on lines similar to 
the oxclusion of Chinese, under the 
oxi?"ing law. Not only did the con- 
vniion vote in favor of excluding 
th^so Mongolians from the mainland, 
but from every insular possession.

A Badly Battered Warship. 


The effect of big gun fire upon mod- 


ern warships was seen In the case of 
the Russian vessel Askold in the battle 
off Port Arthur. 
The Askold led the 


sortie from Port Arthur Aug. 10, and, 
although shells were rained upon the 
vessel, she was able to pierce the lines 
of the enemy •without excessive dam- 
age. Then a struggle ensued between 
the two fleets up to the time when 
each vessel of the Russian fleet looked 
to its own safety and tried to escape. 
The Askold was pursued by the cruis- 
er Kasuga and a gunboat, but she was 
able to shake off her pursuers and 
reach Shanghai, at which port she was 
placed in dry dock. It was then seen 
that the ship was as full of holes as 
a sieve. On the starboard side there 
\vas -wrenched away a portion of her 
side six feet in diameter above the 
water line, the hole ha\iog been plug- 
ged with mattresses, ban-els or what- 
ever lay at hand. Two of the funnels 
were held in place by a thin sheet of 
metal, while the rear of the poop was 
nothing but a mass of broken, disjoint- 
ed and hanging pieces of iron. In the 
interior of the vessel the bursting 
shells had transformed everything into 
a mass of ruin, four boilers were irrep- 
arably damaged, one of the great can- 
non was twisted as if it had been a 
straw and its shield destroyed. The 
battle casualties among the crew was 
slight, only twelve killed and forty 
wounded. 


According to crop reports from Eu- 


rope, the harvests in France, Austria- 
Hungary and Italy show the effects 
of the drought or extreme heat. 
In 


Austria-Hungary the wheat and rye 
crops :ire below tbe average. Oats and 
straw are bad, but hay good. 
Italy's 


corn crop is generally below the aver- 
age and in some districts only one- 
fourth of last year's yield. In France, 
where heat prevailed during tbe grow- 
ing season, tbe wheat crop averages 
well and is of excellent quality, but 
oats are not remarkable, and the later 
cuttings of fodder are bad. In Kussia 
tbe fodder crop is bad, and the wheat 
crop varies from bad to satisfactory. 
The world over tbe wheat crop runs 
from "very good" to "very bad" in dif- 
ferent countries.

SUICIDE 


Hhile Temporari'-y 
Insane Over the 


Loss of H'S Betrothed—Coroner's 


Verdict. 


Chicago, Nov. 22.—Suicide while 


temporarily insane over the loss of 
her betrothed was the verdict of the 
coroner's jury in the case of Ella Ges- 
terling, whose dead hotly was found 
in the girl's apartments at the Veii- 
dome hotel. The death of the young- 
woman, according to the police theory, 
may have bsen the result of a suicide 
agreement entered into by the dead 
girl and Charles A. Parkar of Cinciri- 
nati, a well known railroad ofSciaL 
Parker died suddenly in Cincinnati 
under circumstances that might indi- 
cate that he had taken his own life. 
The inquest in the case of Miss Ges- 
terling, however, failed to bring out 
any confirmation of the alleged pact. 


Crusade Against Foreigners. 


Salt Lake City, Nov. 22.—As a result 


of a series of criminal acts, which cul- 
minated last week in the assault and 
serious injury of Mrs. Schwarn, the 
wife of a smelter employe, and her 
two small children, a mass meeting 
will be held in the smelter town of 
Murray. At this meeting it is pro- 
posed to take steps to rid the commu- 
nity if possible of all Greek and Aus- 
trian laborers, of whom several hun- 
dred are employed at the 
smelters. 


The smelter officials, it is stated, will 
be asked to discharge all Greeks and 
Austrians, and hereafter to employ 
only Americans. Failing in this, there 
is some talk of more forcible meas- 
ures.

Itevis had finished reading the ordi- 
nance, and before any 
action 
was 


taken by the council, Attorney J. R. 
ritzgibbon, who was present as rep- 
resenting the Heisey interests, asked 
to be recognized, which 
permission 


was promptly granted by the Council. 
Mr. Fitzgibbon stated that under such 
terms as the proposed franchise grant- 
ed the company, Mr. Heisey could not 
see his way clear to accept it, and 
wished to withdraw his 
application 


for a franchise. 


This announcement on the part of 


Mr. Heisey's representative, came as 
a surprise and considerable discussion 
followed. Mr. Conrad was of opinion 
that Mr.

should settle thg matter, and in this 
he was upheld by his Republican col- 
league, Mr. Carlile 
Judge Hunter 


was of an entirely different 
opinion 


and pointed out the fact that the com-

upon, between it and tbe council. 


Mr. Heisey had- had an ordinance 


Introduced "which was referred to 
a 


committee. This committe had re- 
ported back some amendments and it 
now came in poor grace for him to 
s-how such animus and wish to with- 
draw his application. The council in 
the proposed ordinance had made him 
a proposition which it asked him to 
either reject or -accept, and it 
was 


now up to the council to pass the or- 
dinan^e, and let the people of New- 
ark see wbat Mr. Heisey's 
attitude 


was in the matter. The committee 
recommended the passage of the crdi- 
nanc3, and because Mr. Heisey 
did 


not like seme of its provisions 
his 


impassioned withdrawal, of his appli- 
cation did not alter the duty of the 
council which it owed 
the 
people. 


Ji'dge Hunter said' he for one wanted 
the people to know his attitude, as

rules, which wculd practically decide 
ihe fate of the ordinance, developed 
the remarkable fact that E. J. Carlile 
and C. L. Conrad, Jioth members of 
the committee that had recommended 
its passage, voted against a suspen- 
sion of the rules which, was practical- 
ly against the ordinance <md Hunter's 
motion was lost. Of course nothing 
further could bo done in the matter 
and the ordinance \rent over.

A special committee 
had been appointed and had reported 
on the condition of the plant, and that 
the franchise authorized the purchase 
of the plant at a price agreed tipon be- 
tween three appraisers, one each ap- 
pointed by the company and council, 
these two tc select a third. He was 
not therefore in favor of the Jones 
resolution.
